In tins context, the Minis¬ 
ter mentioned the positive 
figures that Aruba has been 
exp en encing 1 at efy A ccord- 
mg to the Minister ... "Aruba 
is not in the forefront, Aruba 
is first in the Caribbean.’' The 
figures far September show 
an in .crease of 4.44% and for 
the moths of J anuary to Sep¬ 
tember we have seen an over¬ 
all growth of 5 77%. 

Regarding stay-a vers for 
September, this too has 
shown a remarkable increase 
of Average Daily Room Rate 
(ADR) ID 4%. This translates 
into 149 13 dollars in Sep¬ 
tember 2012 to 164.dD dol¬ 
lars in September 2013...an 
increase of 15 dollars for the 
ADR. 

Available Revpar (revenue 
per available room) also had 
an increase of 2% in the first 
9 months of 2013 indicating 
no tiling less than positive for 
our tourism. It is expected 
that 2013 will close out with 
an increase of double the 
forecasted 3% amount of vi¬

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
warned yesterday that Ame¬ 
rica's political dysfunction had 
encouraged its enemies and 
dismayed its friends, and said 
the crisis had left "no winners" 
m Washington. 

In trying to heal the 
wounds of the last two weeks 
of political drama, Obama 
hoped to avoid a new round of 
b rinkm anship within months, 
after a temporary truce be¬ 
tween Republicans and De¬ 
mocrats. 

"There's been a lot of dis¬ 
cussion lately of the politics 
of tins shutdown," Obama 
told an audience o fretu rning 
executive branch workers m 
the State Dining Room of 
the White House. 

"Let's be clear There are 
no winners here " 

The president called on 
waning politicians to come 
together to pass a long-term 
budget and to give up the 


"bnnkmanship" that threatens 
the economy and squandered 
the trust of the American peo¬ 
ple. 

He spoke less than 11 hours 
after signing legislation that 
ended a Id-day government 
shutdown and a showdown 
over raising Ins government's 
borrowing authority. 

The bill brought a tempo¬ 
rary end to a stand-off that had 
threatened to pitch the US 
economy into a historic de¬ 
fault. 

Obama urged Congress, 
specifically Republicans in the 
House of Representatives, to 
pass stalled bills on agriculture 
and on reforming America's 
immigration system. 

“Probably no thing has done 
more damage to America's 
credibility in the world, our 
standing with other countries, 
than the spectacle that we've 
seen these p ast several weeks," 
he said.

Fujimori is serving a 25- 
year sentence after being con¬ 
victed in 2009 of human rights 
violations during his 1990 to 
2000 presidency. 

Prosecutors want him to get 
anotiier eight years in jail and 
a $1 million fine for the al¬ 
leged diversion of 143 million 
to tabloids that attacked the op¬ 
position and slammed Ins ri¬ 
vals during lus 2QQ0 
re-election campaign. 

Fujimori entered the room 
looking haggard. He was ac- 
c omp ani e d by a do ctor. At on e 


point he took a quick break 
from the proceedings, appar¬ 
ently for health reasons 

"We believe m lus mno- 
e en ce," Fuj im on's 1 awy er, 
William Paco Cartillo, told re¬ 
porters 

Fujimori is the only defen¬ 
dant in the case but 29 others 
were convicted over the matter 
m 2005, including the coun¬ 
try's former defense minister. 

Forced to resign in 2000, 
Fujimori fted to Japan but was 
extradited in 2DO7 to face 
charges at home 

In June, President Oil ant a 
Humala denied Fujimori's re¬ 
quest for a pardon on humani¬ 
tarian grounds due to Ins poor 
heal til 

A bid to have him trans¬ 
ferred to house arrest was also 
rejected. 


Puma ends S.Africa football 
sponsorship over fixing claims 

BERLIN (AFP) - German sportswear giant Puma said yes¬ 
terday it had terminated its partnership with the South 
African Football Association (SAFA) in response to matrli- 
rigging claims against the national team. 

"Following match-fixing allegations made against SAFA 
along with inappropriate responses from within the football 
organisation ... Puma terminated the contract with immedi¬ 
ate effect," the world's third-biggest sportswear maker said. 

The company added in a statement that "Puma abides by 
a code of ethics in all areas of its business operations and ex¬ 
pects its partners to adhere to the same values". 

SAFA announced in April that the South African govern¬ 
ment had setup an ind ependent judicial inquiry to shed light 
on possible irregularities. A FI FA report had concluded there 
was compelling evidence that friendlies had been fixed befor e 
die 20KI World. Cnp. Four matches arebelieved to have been 
rigged: Soudi Africa's matches against Thailand (4-0), Bul¬ 
garia (1-1), Guatemala (5-0) and Colombia (2-1). 

The president and director of the South African federa¬ 
tion were suspended in late 2Q12 h then reinstated in early 
January, pending die investigation's outcome. 


Thousands at anti-government 
protests in Haiti 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Thousands of protesters took 
die streets of Haiti yesterday to 
call for the resignation of Pres¬ 
ident Michel Martelly as they 
railed against poverty and un¬ 
employment. 

In the capital Port-au- 
Prince, opposition party chiefs 
and parliamentarians joined a 
mostly young crowd, which 


authorities broke up just meters 
from the presidential palace. 

Shots rang out and police 
used tear gas as some youths 
tried to break through barri¬ 
cades. 

In the northern city of Cap- 
Haitian, thousands of protest¬ 
ers held up plates and spoons 
as they marched through the 
streets.

Australia wildfires destroy homes, 

darken Sydney skies 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Hundreds 
of homes are feared to have 
been destroyed by intense 
wildfires that tare across 
soothe astern Australia in fero - 
cious wind conditions Thurs¬ 
day, darkening Sydney's skies 
with smoke and ash, firefight¬ 
ers sard. 

Five major blazes were 
burning across the state of 
New South Wales, fanned by 
high, erratic winds in unsea¬ 
sonably warm 34 degree Cel¬ 
sius (93 Fahrenheit) weather, 
as infernos in the Blue Moun¬ 
tains west of Sydney plunged 
the city into an eerie, ash- 
flecked darkness. 

In total, 95 fires were being 
tackled aeross the state with 34 
out of control 

NSW Rural Fire Service 
Commissioner Shane Fitzsim¬ 
mons said it had been a "very 
difficult and dangerous day* of 
" extraordinary fir e b ehaviour", 
with blazes travelling vast dis¬ 
tances due to the winds. 

No fatalities have been re¬ 
ported so far, while just one 
firefighter has been injured, al- 
hough Fitzsimmons deputy 
Rob Rogers told ABC televi¬ 
sion the fear was that people 
could be in the destroyed 
h Duses 

Spnngwood man Joe Moore 
told Sky News Ins house had 
been razed while an estimated 
4 D other hotness had been lo st 
m the village, though tliat fig¬ 
ure could not be confirmed by 
officials. 

Hie blaze was believed to 


have started when a power line 
came dawn in strong winds, 
according to media reports 
Sydney health authorities is¬ 
sued a respiratory alert after a 
blanket of smoke settled over 
the city, bathing familiar land¬ 
marks including the Opera 
House and Bondi Beach in an 
otherworldly amber hue and 
causing ash to ram from the 
skies. 

The plume was so thick it 
showed up on the nation's 
weather radar. 

Tire winds forced the 
grounding of water-bombing 
firefighting aircraft and resi¬ 
dents of the Blue Mountains 
were urged to stay off the 
roads to clear the way for 
emerg en cy vein cl e s 
"Hie problem is when 
you've got aircraft over fires 
like that with (those) winds, a 
lot o f tlie time they're just get¬ 
ting knocked around in the 
sky," RFS spokesman Joel 
Kursawe said, adding that em¬ 


bers were being earned up to 
six kilometres. 

Fitzsimmons said there 
would be a reprieve for fire 
crews an Friday with cooler,, 
less breezy conditions ex¬ 
pected, but the danger would 
ramp back up on Sunday and 
Monday when temperatures 
soared once more. 

Wildfires are common in 
Australia's summer months 
between December and Febru¬ 
ary, and authorities are expect¬ 
ing a bad season tins year due 
to low rainfall in the winter 
and forecasts of hot, dry 
weather ahead. 

Hie blazes follow Aus¬ 
tralia's warmest 13 months on 
record, with the previous sum¬ 
mer witnessing an unprece¬ 
dented heatwave, as well as 
bush fires and Hoods 

Hie worst firestorm in re¬ 
cent years devastated southern 
Victoria state in 3009, razing 
thousands of homes and 
killing 173 people. 


Tattoo helps Indian cop find mother 
after 24 years 



MUMBA (AFP) - An In¬ 
dian policeman who got lost 
as a child at a crowded rail¬ 
way station has been re¬ 
united with lus family after 
34 years -- thanks to a tattoo 
on his arm. 

Ganesh Raghunath 
Dhangade was separated 
from his parents in 19§9 
aged just six when they 
were boarding a train. He 
ended up on his own in 
Mumbai, where he was 
cared for by a fisherman and 
then at two orphanages. 

A car ac ci dent Iater 1 eft him 
unconscious for four months, 
struggling to remember details 
of Ins family or home, and he 
spent years rummaging 
thro ugh mi s stng p er s on 
records at police stations --be¬ 
fore joining the force himself 
in 2D 11 

"I had not given up on find¬ 


ing my family," Dhangade told 
AFP on Thursday. 

He pressed on with Ins 
search using the only clue he 
had: a tattoo of Ins mother's 
name, Maud a, on Ins right 
arm. 

Another piece of the puzzle 
-- forgotten after Ins car crash 
-- came from records at. Ins 
first orphanage, where he had 
given Ins home place as 


'Mama Bhanja", a forested 
area in a district neighbour¬ 
ing Mumbai. 

Earlier this month, 
Dhangade went back to the 
area with his police col¬ 
leagues asking for Man da, 
and he was directed to the 
hut of an old lady who had 
been staying in the hills 
there for years 

"She recounted tli at she 
had lost her son years ear¬ 
lier. Asked if he had any 
identification marks, she said 
he had a tattoo on his arm 1 
showed it to her and she mi¬ 
ni edi ately re c o gm s ed it," 
Dhangade said. 

“We were silent for min¬ 
utes, then we both just hugged 
and kept on crying." 

Dhangade now ensures he 
spends as much lost time as he 
can with lus mother, two 
brothers and sister.

500 calls, emails 


BERLIN (AFP) - A German 
broadcaster said Thursday it 
had received more than 500 
phone calls and emails after 
airing a programme on the 
20Q7 disappearance of British 
girl Madeleine McCann m 
Portugal 

Her parents launched an 
emotional appeal far informa¬ 
tion to help find their daughter 
on the ZDF show "Aktenze- 
lchen XY.. ungeioest" which 
is similar to the BBC's ‘‘Crime- 
watch". 

"After the broadcast of 
Aktenzeichen XY, the number 
of tip-offs rose to more than 
500,“said a spokesman for the 
broadcaster, who cautioned it 
was not known how much of 
the information would prove 
useful. 

British detectives said 
Hairs day they had received 
more than 3,400 calls and 
emails to their London inci¬ 
dent room since a fresh appeal 
about Madeleine's disappear¬ 
ance was broadcast on BBC 
TV on Monday. 

As well as the 500 calls to 
the German show, a similar 
show in the Netherlands had 
generated more tha 350 calls. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Aidy Redwood, who is lead¬ 
ing the investigation, travelled 


to Germany and the Nether¬ 
lands to appear on die shows 

The Praia da Luz resort in 
the Algarve where Madeleine 
disappeared in May 3007 is 
popular with tourists from 
Britain, Germany and the 
Netherlands 

Madeleine vanished from 
the holiday apartment u r here 
her parents were staying just 
days before her fourth birth¬ 
day, while they were dining at 
a nearby tap as bar. 

Redwood said witnesses 
had spotted a man carrying a 
young child fitting Madeleine's 
description towards the port 
area of Praia da Luz. 

Another man seen carrying 
a child near to tire apartments 
where the family were staying 
-- who was for years consid¬ 
ered die chief suspect -- has 
been excluded from the inves¬ 
tigation. 

The man detectives want to 
speak to is described as white, 
aged between 30 and 4 0, with 
short brown hair, of medium 
build, medium height and dean 
shaven. 

Police also want to identify 
two other men, probably with 
short blond hair and possibly 
speaking German or Dutch, 
who had also been seen repeat¬ 
edly near the apartment.

Outdoor air pollution a leading 
cause of cancer: WHO 


GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Health Organization on Thurs¬ 
day classified outdoor air pol¬ 
lution as a leading cause of 
cancer in humans. 

"Tire an we breathe has be¬ 
come polluted with a mixture 
of cancer-causing substances," 
said Kurt Straif of the WHO's 
International Agency for Re¬ 
search on Cancer (IARC). 

In concrete terms, said 
I ARC director Christopher 
Wild, outdoor air pollution has 
been classified as a "Group 1" 
cause of cancer, the riskiest 
category on its four-step scale 

Tire I ARC underlined that a 
panel of top experts had found 
"sufficient evidence' that ex¬ 
posure to outdoor air pollution 
caused lung cancer and raised 
the risk of bladder cancer. 

Wild underlined that air pol¬ 
lution was not a primary cause 
of the disease. 

"We have well over a mil¬ 
lion lung cancer cases per 


year, the vast majority of 
winch are actually due to to¬ 
bacco, rather than I think 
around 10 percent, perhaps, 
winch are tD things like ambi¬ 
ent air pollution," he told re¬ 
porters. 

Although the composition 
of air pollution and levels of 
exposure can vary dramati¬ 
cally between locations, the 
agency said its conclusions ap¬ 
plied to ail regions of the 
globe 

Air pollution was already 
known to increase the risk of 
respiratory and heart diseases 

The I ARC said pollution ex¬ 
posure levels increased signif¬ 
icantly m some parts of the 
world m recent years, notably 
m rapidly industrialising na¬ 
tions with large populations. 

The most recent data, from 
2010, showed that 223,000 
lung cancer deaths worldwide 
were the result o f air pollution, 
the agency said. 


The data did not enable ex¬ 
perts to establish whether par¬ 
ti cular groups of people were 
more or less vulnerable to can¬ 
cer from pollution but Straif 
said it was clear that risk rase 
in line with exposure 

In the past the IARC had 
measured the presence of indi¬ 
vidual chemicals and mixtures 
of chemicals in the air -- in¬ 
cluding diesel engine exhaust 
solvents, metals, and dust. 

Diesel exhaust has already 
been classified as carcinogenic 
by the IARC 

Tire latest findings were 
based on overall air quality, 
and based on an in-depth study 
of thousands of medical re¬ 
search projects conducted 
around the world over 
decades 

Hie predominant sources of 
outdoor air pollution were 
transport, power generation, 
emissions from factories and 
farms, and residential heating 
and cooking, the agency said. 


Brazil fights flatulence, 
with garlic 


SAD PAULO (AFP) - A 
Brazilian company said 
Wednesday it w T as bunging to 
market a garlic capsule de¬ 
signed to tackle flatulence. 

Tliis gaihc oil is ndim an¬ 
tioxidants and deodorants and 
combats intestinal dysbiosis, a 
colon malfunction that in¬ 
creases flatulence," Pali as 
chemist Josetli Gimenes told 
AFP. 

Gallic itseif is renowned 
for giving off a pong of its 
own. 

But Gimenes insisted that 
the garlic capsule is mainly re¬ 
leased m the intestine and do es 


not rise back into the mouth, 
even though the digestion be¬ 
gins m the stomach 

"Hence there is no risk of 
bad breath," she added. 

Gimenes said the company 
was targeting 15 percent of 
Brazil‘s 20 D million inhabi¬ 
tants estimated to be suffering 
from intestinal dysbiosis. 

Tile company hopes even¬ 
tually to eventually export the 
remedy, which costs 40 reals 
($20) for 120 capsules.

sharing 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Facet oak began letting 
teenagers publicly share posts 
Wednesday as the social net¬ 
work moved to bolster appeal 
to youth and advertisers. 

"Teens are among the sawi- 
est people using social media, 
and whether it comes to civic 
engagement activism or their 
thoughts on a new movie, they 
want to be heard," Facebook 
said m a blog post. 

"So, starting today, people 
aged 13 through 17 will also 
have the choice tD post pub¬ 
licly on Facebook." 

Previously, teenagers could 
share comments, pictures or 
other digital posts no further 
than with friends of friends on 
the social network 

The changes will allow 
users to activate a "Fallow' 
feature that, lets their public 
posts pap up m people's News 
Feeds. 


"While only a small fraction 
o f te en s using Fac eb o o k might 
■choose to post publicly, this 
update now gives them the 
choice to share more broadly, 
just like on other social media 
services," Facebook said 
"We are also looking at 
ways to improve die way teens 
use messages and connect 
with people they may know" 
The modifications come as 
Facebook vies with one-to¬ 
rn any text message service 
Twitter to be the preferred 
venue for sharing thoughts, 
news and more mreai time. 

They would also add to the 
pool of public posts til at Face- 
book might seek to incorpo¬ 
rate into creative new 
advertising techniques to ramp 
up revenue. 

The California-based online 
social network modified the 
initial setting for new accounts 
of teenagers to only share 


posts with “ fin ends" instead of 
including others linked to 
those people at Facebook. 

The setting remains m place 
unless account owners opt to 
change it 

"We take the safety of teens 
very seriously, so they will see 
an extra reminder before they 
can share publicly," Facebook 
said. “When teens choose 
'Public'm the audience selec¬ 
tor, they'll see a reminder that 
the post can be seen by any¬ 
one, not just people they know; 
with an option to change the 
post's privacy."

Fed orders Commerzbank 
to fix money-laundering 
measures

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
ITS Federal Reserve yesterday 
ordered German bank Com¬ 
merzbank to undergo an inde¬ 
pendent audit to strengthen its 
anti-money laundering meas¬ 
ures. 

Tire independent evaluation 
should provide information to 
determine whether Com¬ 
merzbank met US require¬ 
ments to report "suspicious 
activity" between May and Oc¬ 
tober 2D 12, the Fed said in a 
statement on its website. 

In June 2012, Com¬ 
merzbank and its New York 
branch concluded an agree¬ 
ment with die New York Fed 
that required the branch to im¬ 
prove compliance with US 
anti -money 1 aundenng p oh ci e s 
and rules, including the Bank 
Secrecy Act 

But the Fed said yesterday 
that the branch of Germany's 
second-biggest. lender had 
‘failed to maintain appropriate 
and adequate internal controls 
far its correspondent banking 
business, including the failure 
to maintain an adequate risk- 
based compliance program ta 
mitigate (bank secrecy and 
anti-money laundering) risks 
associated with the Branch's 
foreign correspondent ac¬ 
counts." 

The Fed action did not in¬ 
flict a penalty on Commerz¬ 
bank but ordered the German 
bank to hire an independent 
consultant in 3D days accep¬ 
table to the US central bank. 
The findings of the review are 
to be used to develop a plan 
and programs that will im¬ 
prove the bank's compliance, 


the Fed said. 

Commerzbank already has 
been the subject of investiga¬ 
tions in the United States con¬ 
cerning transactions with 
countries under US sanctions, 
such as Iran and North Korea 
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Chinese firms to star in 
upcoming Brazil oil auction 


RIG DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Chinese oil giants CNQOC 
and CNPC will be in pole po¬ 
sition in next week's first auc¬ 
tion of deep -water concessions 
m Brazil's coveted Libra oil¬ 
field, experts say. 

Monday's highly-antici¬ 
pated auction cavers Libra's 
estimated eight to 12 billion 
barrels of recoverable crude, or 
nearly a million b arrels a day 
for five years, according to 
Brazil's National Petroleum 
Agency. 

"Markets expect Asian 
companies will be the stars of 
these auctions as the US ma¬ 
jors are not at the table and will 
merely sit back," said Carlos 
Assis, head of Emstife 1 Young's 
Americas oil and gas unit 

Hie auction will be the first 
since Brazil announced the dis¬ 
covery of huge deep-water oil 
reserves off its southeastern 
coast m 2007. 

And Finance Minister 
Guido Mantega said the Libra 
oilfield is expected to attract 
Si SO billion in investments 
over the next 35 yens. 

Speaking in Brasilia during 
a presentation on investments 
m the country's infrastructure. 


he noted that between 2014 
and 2025, some ISO billion is 
likely to be invested to develop 
and exploit the deposits 

With st ate-owned Brazilian 
giant Petrobras leading the 
pack, 11 companies have anted 
up more than two million rears 
($900,000) each to take part in 
the auction in winch die 
Brazilian state is assured of at 
least a 41 6 percent pro auction 
stake.

Gucci wins $144 million in US 
counterfeit trial 


Chinese family seeks 
to return books in 70- 
year vow 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Gucci an Thursday welcomed 
a US court's decision to award 
the global fashion empire 
$144 2 million in damages 
from online sellers of counter¬ 
feit merchandise. 

Alist of 155 do mam names, 
sued for selling and promoting 
counterfeit Gucci merchan¬ 
dise, were ordered to shut 
down or surrender to Gucci 
withm 30 days. 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - The 
Vatican has asked an Ameri¬ 
can consultancy to look into 
the dealings of a department 
which manages its vast real es¬ 
tate as p art of a crackdown fol¬ 
lowing accusations of 
corruption 

The Administration of the 
Patrimony of the Apostolic 
See {APSA) has been hit by 
scandals, including the arrest a 
senior cleric who had worked 
in the department for 22 years, 
who went on to accuse his su- 
p eri ors o f mi sc onduct. 

APSA which handles the 
Holy See's real estate hold¬ 
ings, will have its books scru¬ 
tinised by the US consultancy 
ft rm Pro montory Fin an ci al 
Group. 

The US firm was already 
called in earlier tins year to 
conduct an external review of 
the scandal-hit Vatican b ank's 
money laundering rules. 

APSA, which also pays the 
salaries of Vatican employees 
and captains the financial and 
stock portfolio, is being placed 
under external scrutiny "to 
deepen the checks into the fi¬ 
nancial and management situ¬ 
ation," a statement said. 

Pape Francis has pushed 
hard since his election in 
March to make the Vatican's 
public finances hilly transpar¬ 
ent following decades of scan¬ 
dal and intrigue, particularly

SHANGHAI (AFP)-AChi¬ 
nese family is seeking a far¬ 
mer Jewish refugee in 
Shanghai to return 3,000 of 
Ins books they kept safe far 
70 years, media reports said 
Thursday 

Shanghai was home to tens 
of thousands of Jewish 
refugees who fled Nazi per¬ 
secution nr Europe from the 
1930s 

Dire of them, a Jewish 
schoolteacher, left books with 
Lin Daozhi for safekeeping 
when he left China nr 1943, 
the China Daily newspaper 
reported. 

He is believed to be a Ger¬ 
man Jew named Carl Anger, 
based on a card dated 1947 
and found with the books, it 
said 

They include religious 
works in Hebrew; English 
and German as well as chil¬ 
dren's t Dines. 

Tire books narrowly es¬ 
caped destruction by the in¬

vading Japanese during 
World War II and again by 
China's rampaging 'Red 
Guards" during the chaotic 
Cultural Revolution from 
1966 to 1976

his descendants — he died in 
1931 aged 93 — hope to re¬ 
turn them. 

'After keeping these books 
for seven decades, we are 
seeking help., because the 
room we use to store these 
books is going to be pulled 
down,' Lin's daughter-in-law 
told the Global Times news¬ 
paper

MILAN (AFP) - Argentine 
football legend Diego 
Maradona sad he would like to 
succeed Napoli coach Rafael 
Benitez while calling on Italy 
to leave embattled AC Milan 
striker Mario Balotelli in peace 
to get on with his job. 

Benitez and Balotelli were 
not the only subjects on tire 
1936 World Cup winner's radar 
Thursday, a day ahead of re¬ 
ceiving a special award from 
top sports daily La Gazzetta 
della Sport 

Maradona said he would 
soon to e celebrating b emg drug- 
free for 10 years but reignited 
Ins old rivalry with fellow foot¬ 
ball legend Pele of Brazil 

Maradona, now welcome in 
Italy having settled along-run¬ 
ning dispute with authorities 
over unpaid taxes, is expected 
to watch former side Napoli's 
bid to take spot spot when they 
face Sene A leaders Roma on 
Friday 

Nap oh finished runners-up 
last season under former coach 
Walter Mazzam and, after lur¬ 
ing former Liverpool and 
Chelsea boss Rafael Benitez to 
the dub, are seen by many as 
the biggest challengers to 
champions Juveutus 

Despite a glaring lack of 
coaching experience compared 
to Benitez, Maradona, who 
helped Napoli to their only two 
league titles in 1937 and 1990, 
says he would happily succeed 
the Spaniard. 



"When Benitez leaves I would 
like to take over at Napoli," said 
Maradona, who, following spells 
with Argentina (2003-2010) then 
Emir ah club Al Wasl (2011- 
1012), claimed he was currently 
unemployed as a coach because 
people fear him 

"Coaches are changing all 
over the place, from Spam to 
Italy, England to Russia. But 
there are people who are afraid 
of me That's why I'm not 
coaching" 

The Argentinian said he 
could empathise with the plight 
of AC Milan striker Mario 
Balotelli, arguably die biggest 
name in Sene A following his 
move last year from Manches¬ 
ter City. 

Balotelli regularly com¬ 
plains of unfair treatment on 
and off the pitch and, with his 
every move ofiten magnified in 
the media, die Italy interna¬ 
tional this week pleaded to be 
left alone. 

Even the president of Italy's 
football federation, Giancarlo 
Abete, said he had sympathy 


for Balotelh’s plight, saying 
'the media pressure on the lad 
is excessive." 

Maradona, who during a 
highly controversial career has 
endured similar scrutiny both 
on and oft the pitch, said 
"Everyone should be allowed to 
live their life as they want, 
Balotelli should be left alone "

Hie 32-year-old is a one- 
club man having grown up 
through the youth ranks at 
Madrid before making his 
debut in September 1999 as an 
13-year-old 

Apart from a brief spell in 
2 0 D NO 2 when he lo st .hi s pi ace 
in the side, Casillas has been 
an immovable object in the 
Madrid goal ever since. 

Tliat was until last season 
when then-coach Jose Mour- 
mho dropped him in favour of 
Diego Lopez, a move repli¬ 
cated by new boss Carlo An- 
celotti 

The lack of match-action 
has seen Casillas also lose Ins 
guaranteed starting spot in the 
Spain side, something that had 
not happened since he made 
the jersey his own at die 2G02 
World Cup in Japan and South 
Korea. 

Casillas has vowed to fight 
on for now, but said he cannot 
be certain that will last much 
longer. 

Spain coach Vicente del 
Bosque had stuck with Casillas 
last season and at. the begin¬ 
ning of this campaign despite 
his lack o f game-time, but that 
all changed against Belarus 
last Friday when Barcelona's 
Victor Valdes was given the 
nod, although Casillas re¬ 
claimed his place against 
Georgia oil Tuesday. 

However, with a World Cup 
coming up at the end of the 
season in Brazil, Casillas will 
be eager to play first team fo ot¬ 
to all on a more regular basis, or 
risk being confined to the 
bench for the biggest tourna¬ 
ment of them all.
